REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance of claim 1 is the inclusion of the limitations of 


"whereby the combustion bowl (4, 12, 16, 18-22) as well as its bowl neck (5, 11, 26) are 
disposed outside of the center relative to the longitudinal piston axis (3), wherein an 
undercut (8, 8', 38), which extends radially outward and non-uniformly relative to the 
bowl neck (5, 11 , 26) toward the cooling channel (9), is formed into at least a part of the 
radially outer edge region of the combustion bowl (4, 12, 16, 18-22)" that the prior art of 
record neither taught nor suggested.
